Braziian Nationalists Massing Forces 
Against Fonseca. 


THE DICTATOR LOSING HIS GRASP OF 


AFFAIRS AT RIO. 


. 

Uruguay Warned Not to Assist the De- 
signs of the Usurper—The Little Repub- 
lic Placing Troops on Her Frontier—An 
Official Cablegram Received by Minis- 
ister Mendonca To-Day. 


LonpDon, Nov. 14.—I1n spite of the instruc- 
tions sent to the Brazilian Ministers all over 
the world to deny the existence of any dlis- 
turbance, allthe statements made exclusively 
inthe dispatches in regard to the situation in 
Brazil are fully confirmed inevery particular. 
There are several provinces in revolt against 
the Dictator. There has been a battle fought 
in Rio Grande Do Sul], between the forces of the 
National party and the Dictator. The latter 
has been defeated and the National party is 
organizing in several provinces armies which 
are looked upon to march, sooner or later, 
upon Sao Paulo and Rio Janeiro and, using 
the expression of one of the National leaders 
already referred to, ‘‘Drive Da Fonséca and 
his supporters into the sea.’’ The reports as 
to the critical situation in which the Gover- 
nor of Rio Grande Do Sal, Gen. Castillo, was 
placed are fully confirmed, and it may be 
added that the Governor has since been 
deposed by the revelutionists. 

The reinforcements of troops and war 
ships which Da Fonseca sent to Gen. Castillo 
will reach Porto Alegre only in time, itis be- 
lieved to find that capital in the possession 
of the Nationalists, who will prepare a warm 
reception for them should sucha course be 
necessary. 

Dispatches received here from Brazil this 
morning add that the opposition continues to 
gain strength and that the National party is 
being reinforced daily by the garrisons of 
other towns, which have declared against 
the Dictator. In fact, this movement against 
one-man power is developing such propor- 
tions that it is believed that there are 
brighter days in store for Brazil before this 
year expires. The Nationalists atthe rate 
they are said to be gaining strength hope to 
restore order in Brazil within afew weeks 
apd toestablish more firmly the Republican 
form of government, which is their aim, ob- 
ject and desire, according to the cable ad- 
vices, of all true Brazilians 

THE EMPIRE IMPOSSIBLE. 

The short spasmodic movement towards 
the restoration of the Empire,w hich was one 
of the consequences ofthe dictator’s high- 
handed action in dissolving Congress has, 
apparently, been drownea out by awave of 
honest republicanism. In spite of the ‘‘reign 
of terror’’ strictness with which Da Fon- 
seca’s agents guard the telegraph and cable 
offices, messages (distorted and very Drief it 
is true) manage toreach thiscity and give 
some idea of the real situationin Brazil. 
They show that the dictator’s power is wan- 
ing. No good Brazilian desires that truth to 
be hidden fromthe world. Da Fonseca, in 
using the Brazilian legations to spread news 
highly colored to sult himself, has compelled 
the Nationalist party to take steps to let the 
world know something of the truth. The 
older agencies have reflected only the so- 
called ‘‘official’’ versions of the trouble in 
Brazil, This has caused other and indepen- 
dent agenciesto be employedin spreading 
broadcast the real trouble about the dictator- 
ship. 

It should now be added, in spite of the cen- 
sorship that there is serious trouble brewing 
in Rio Janeiro itself. Business there still 
continues, but a Vigilance Committee, or 
Citizens’ Committee, has been appointed, 
and this really means that the power there, 
to a great extent, has passed out of the 
Dictator’s hands. 

URUGUAY WARNED. 

It having been reported that the Dictator 
bas asked the government of Uruguay for 
permission to allow his troops to pass 
through Uruguay territory on their way to 
Rio Grande Do Sul, it is understood that the 
National party leaders have entered a pro- 
test against such a concession and that they 
have, to all intents and purposes, notified 
the government of Uruguay that, should the 
Dictator’s troops be allowed the privelege 
asked for, Uruguay will have to reckon with 
the National party when peace is restored. 
In other words, the National party has 
plainly intimated to the government of 
Uruguay that, in allowing Da _ Fonseca’s 
troops to pass through Uruguayan territory 
to attack the forces of the National 
party in Rilo Grande Do Sul, 
Uruguay practicaily§ takes sides with 
the dictator, and that when the latter is 
overthrown the annexation of Uruguay to 
the republic of Brazil will be the penalty of 
this alleged breach of neutrality. Itis an 
open question as to what course Uruguay will 
adopt in this matter, as both of them iIn- 
volve considerable danger to herself. If she 
refuses the dictator’s request the latter may 
force his way through Uruguay; If she allows 
him to pass unmolested si® may have a 
heavy bill to foot some weeks, perhaps some 
months hence. 

Inthe maanwhile Uruguay is placing her 
entire army, consisting of about 4,000 men, 
her armed police force, amounting to about 
4,000 men, and her active civilian force, num- 
bering about 8,500 men, under arms at vari- 
ous points on the frontier. As these forces 
are armed with Remington rifles, and as they 
have sixty pieces ofartillery to back them 
up, Uruguay could, if she so desired, make a 
strong protest against any violation of her 
territory upon the partof the Dictator of 
Brazil. Perhaps it would be most advisable 
forher to remain neutral, for there is no 
doubt that a heavy reckoning with her will 
follow the victory of the Nationalists, sup- 
posingthem to be ultimately victorious, if 
ghe in any way lends herself to assisting the 
Dictator to crush the National party.

When the present Cabinet was 
formed he was offered a portfolio, but de- 
clined it because of his large industrial in- 
terests and his preference for his Congres-

loodshed has been averted. 


BUSINESS EMBARRASSMENTS. 


Baird’s Shortage Growing—Ar- 
rested Last Night—Failures. 

FRESNO, Cal., Nov. 14.—The transactions of 
W. F. Baird, late Vice-President and Cashier 
of the Bank of Madeira, continue to come to 
light. While there were originally only 
about eight hundred and eighty shares of 
bank stock issued, there have already been 
presented over one thousand shares of fraud- 
ulent stock. Maj. Bonebrake of Los Angeles 
holds $11,000 worth of notes hypothecated 


with this bank by Baird. Several notes have 
been found which Baird has raised to 100 
times their value. Baird was last night ar- 
rested at the Palace Hotel on telegraphic or- 
ders from Madeira. The charge is forgery. 
Baird refuses to talk on the subject.

President Harrison’s Thanksgiving Proc- 
lamation—The Departments. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 13.—The full text 
of the President’s Thanksgiving proclama- 
tion, issued to-day, is as follows: 

By the President of the United States of America: 
A prociamation. It is a very giad incident of the 
marvelous prosperity which has crowned the year 
now drawing to aclose that its hopeful and reassur- 
ing touch has been felt by all our people. It has 
been as wide as our country, and so special that 
every home has feltits comforting influence. It is 
too great to be the work of man’s power and too par- 
ticular to be the device of his mind. To God, the 
beneficent and all-wise, who makes the labors of 
men to be fruitful, redeems their losses by his grace, 
and the measure of whose governing is as much be- 
yond the thoughts of man as it is beyond his deserts 
the praise and gratitude of the people of this favore 
nation are justly due. 

Now, therefore, I, Benjamin Harrison, President 
of the United States of America, do hereby appoint 
Thursday, the 26th dav of November present, to be 
a day of joyful thanksgiving to God for the bounties 
of his providence, for the peace in which we are 
permitted to enjoy them, and for the preservation of 
those institutions of civil and religious liberty which 
he gave our fathers the wisdom to devise and estab- 
lish and us the courage to preserve. Among the ap- 
propriate observances of the day are rest from toil, 
worship in the public congregation, the renewal of 
family ties about our American firesides, and 
thoughtful helpfulness toward those who suffer lack 
of the body or of the spirit. 

In testimony whereot I have hereunto set my hand 
and caused the seal ofthe United States to be af- 


fixed.

It 
shows that forty-four pilots were reje@ted 


during the year on account of color blindness 
out of a totalof 1,991 examined. During the 
year but six accidents to marine boilers or 
steam-pipes have occurred, whereby four- 
teen lives have been lost, notwithstanding 
at least 600,000 passengers have been exposed 
to the possible chance,reducéd toa minimum 
throuen careful inspection. 
The Chief of the Bureau of Statistics re- 
rts that the total value of the exports of 
yeer and hog products from the United States 
during the month of October, 1891, was $8,- 
266,945. The value of the dairy products was 


$643,917.

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AFTER THE KAISER. 
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Ex-Chancellor Bismarck Will Attack 
William in the Reichstag. 


HE DISDAINS TO EXPEND HIS AMMU- 
NITION ON SOCIALISTS. 


Report That De Brazza, the African Ex- 
plorer, Has Fallen a Victim to Arab 
Fanaticism—Scandals Rifein Canada— 
Michael Davitt Condemns Mrs. Par- 
nell’s Assailants. 


BERLIN, Nov. 14.—As the day for the open- 
ing of the Reichstag approaches interest in- 
creases inthe approaching conflict between 
the Kaiserand Bismarck. That there will be 
a confiict, nobody doubts, and there is a haltf- 
suppressed feeling that it may proceed to ex- 
tremities. Although out of power, Bismarck 
is to-day the most influential man inthe 
German Empire. The Kaiser is aware of 
this, and he is aware that a blow at Bismarck 
would be widely resented. He bitterly hates 
the ex-Chancellor, who returns his hate with 
unvelled contempt. The Kaiser has several 
times spoken of bringing Bismarck under 
personal discipline, but desisted when he 
saw that even the most sycophantic ofjhis 
courtiers received the suggestion with dread. 


But now there is a general feeling, 
more suppressed than expressed, that the 


antagonism is about to reach a crisis, and 
that the man who made the empire will ex- 
asperate beyond measure the young man 
who wears the crown. It is understood that 
Bismarck’s chief assault will be upon the 
commercial treaties. It is Known that for 
some time Herbert Bismarck has been col- 
lecting statistics asto the condition of Ger- 
man agricultural interests, and the probable 
effect of the treaties opening. the German 
markets to Austria and Humgary. Those 
statistics are to be presented hy his father in 
the Reichstag, and it is expected that they 
=m will produce a profound effect upon the 
representatives of the agficultural com- 
munity. Bismarck has i iis said, 
given up the idea at present 
of attacking the Socialists. He has 
always spoken of social democracy as the 
danger most threatening the empire, but it 
is said that he has concluded to be silent on 
that subject at present in order not to 
allenate such sympathy as the Socialists in 
the Reichstag may chooseto extend in his 
parlimentary fight against the Kaiser.

DE BRAZZA SLAIN. 


HE FELL A victM TO. ARAB FANATICISM— 
BRITISH TOPICS. 

LONDON, Nov. 14.—A report reached here 
this morning that the great explorer, De 
Brazza, who left secretly for Africa atthe 
head of a new expedition, had been killed. It 
is known that M. De Brazza left Banghi some 
time ago with a force of 850 men, intending to 
push on as faras Lake Tchad. The region 
which De Brazza was bent on exploring Is in- 
habited by Mussuliman Arabs, who are fanatic 
foes of civilization. 

FRANCE WON’T ATTACK UNAIDED. 

A Shanghai dispatch says that the English 
Admiral has no authority from his Govern- 
ment to enter upon any general hostilities 
agaist the Chinese, his duty being confined to 
taking necessary steps for the prevention 
and punishment of outrages. The French 
Admiral, however, isin favor of beginning 
an attack at once, and would do so if he could 
get the Engiishto joinhim. The French ap- 
pear to apprehend that li they should begin a 
war alone the rest of the powers might leave 
them to fight it out, thus involving danger 
for Tonquin. 

TO ALTER THE MUSICAL PITCH. 

The London and musical world is now oc- 
cupied with the consideration of a subject 
that has often before been prominently 
brought toits notice. Thereport of the de- 
cision of New York piano manufacturers to 
adopt the normal diapason has reopened 
discussion of the much debated question of 
musical pitch. Some of the English plano 
manufacturers consider that by like action 
they will injure their trade with America to 
the advantage of Continental manufacturers 
using French pitch, but the leading piano 
makers of Great Britain are apparently in- 
different on the subject. 

A canvass which has been made of the 
opinions or the leading musical artists now 
in London on the question of pitch shows 
that a large majority of them are in favor of 
the use of the lower pitch. 

THE LIBERTY STATUE MODEL DEAD. 

A fact not generally Known to the public 
has gained added interest through the death 
in France of Mme. Bartholdi, mother ofthe 
well-known sculptor and designer, who died 
afew days ago at the advanced ave of 9 
years. She it was who stood as the model 
for Bartholdi’s statute of ‘‘Liberty Enlight- 
ening the Worild,’’ which now occupies such 
a prominent position in the harbor of New 
York. 

AMERICAN SCULPTORS, 

Daniel C. French, the New York sculptor, 
has just arrived in Paris to fill an order for 
the Chicago exhibftion. It will be a ecolos- 
sial statue of the Republic, a female figure 
sixty toelghty feethigh. Heis also at work 
ona memorial statue of Martin Milmore, the 
deceased Boston sculptor. The American 
sculptor MacMonnies is working in Paris on 
animmense fountain for the Chicago Fair. 
It will be the central decoration of the ex- 
hibition grounds and wit consist of thirty 
gigantic Ogures. It is now being put in 
plaster. 

ANARCHISTS AGITATED. 

The German Anarchist refugees in London 
are stirred up by areport that the German 
Government proposes to submit a bill in the 
Reichstag considerably enlarging the power 
ofthe police to deal with Anarchists and 
other agitators. Such a bill would, it is 
feared, become a law. 

A LIBERAL ELECTED. 

The election fora successor in Parliament 
for the South Moulton Diviston of Devonshire, 
to fillthe vacancy caused by the elevation of 
Lord Lymington the Peerage, on the death 
of his father, Lord Portsmouth, has resulted in 
the election of the Liberal candidate, Mr. 
Lampert, by a majority of 1,212 over the dis- 
sentient Liberal candidate, Mr. Buller. The 
result of the polling was as follows: Lambert, 
4,222; Buller, 3,010. 


IRISH AFFAIRS, 
MICHAEL DAVITT WRITES A LETTER CONDEMN- 


ING MRS. PARNELL’S ASSAILANTS. 
- DUBLIN, Nov. l4.—It is an undeniable fact 


| that since the death of Mr. Parnell the attacks 


upon his widow made by some of the oppo- 
nents ofthe Parneliite section of the Irish 
Parliamentary party have grown more viru- 
lent in their charactor. .The episode which 
occurred between Mr. Timothy Healy, who 
was, subsequent to the &plit in the National 
party, one of the most bitterly aggressive of 
the foes of Mr. Parnell,andad Mr. Tudor McDer- 
mott, anephew of Mr. Parrell, arising from 
language used &  €onnection with 
that lady, is still fresh in the 
public recollection, It is stated 
by the friends of Mr. McDermott that on this 
occasion Mr. McDermott called Mr, Healy 
from the law library ofthe Four Courts in 
this city, and that when Mr. Healy respond- 
ed he was severely castigatea with a riding 
whip. The other sideof the story is that Mr. 
Healy, who is a much larger and heavier 
man than Mr. McDermott, seized the latter 
by the throat when he attempted to strike 
him and took the whip’ Gm him. 

However, whether Mr. aly was whipped 
or not, the fact remains tiat Mr. Healy re- 
peated in another speech the language com- 
plained of, which consisted in characterizing 
Mrs. Parnell asa woman of extremely loose 
moral character. The matter has been car- 
ried to such an extent that éven a large num- 


} ber of those who opposed Mr. Parnell politi- 


cally are growing tired of the coarse lan- 
guage used towards his Wwidow, and deem 
that the best interests of Ireland would be 
better subserved by discussing political and 
not moral issues. 

Among those who are of this way of think- 
ing is Mr. Michael Davitt. He believes that 
Mrs. Parnell is not an issue fn Irish politics, 
and that attacks upon her are entirely un- 
called for, They say a letter written over 
the signature of Mr. Davitt has been made 
publicin which he objects in very strong 
terms tothe abusive referentes made by cer- 
tain of the anti-Parnellites in connection 
with Mrs. Parnell. The attacks that have 
been made upon her, Mr, Davitt says, have 
been couched in the most ins#iting language. 
Further on in his letter Mr. Davitt shows that 
though he opposed Mr. Pariell as a leader, 
there was a tender spot in his heart for him 
asa friend. He shows alsothat he appreci- 
ates fully the extent of Mr. Parnell’s 
devotion tothe lady whem fie subsequently 
made his wife, for he writes that all these 
attacks made against Mrg. Parnell are 
against one for whom Mr. Parnell made the 
most appalling sacrifices. QGontinuing, Mr. 
Davitt declares that attacks upon Mrs. Par 
nell will in no way serve the cause of the 
Irish people, and he concluded his letter by 
stating thatin the United Sta@tes there is the 
keenest feeling of indignanf regret at the 
Billingsgate character that The controversy 
between the Parnellites and tie McCarthyites 
has assumed.

SCANDALS ARE THE RAGE—COURT -HOUSE RING 
EXPOSED. = 

MONTREAL, Nov. Gee are still all 
the rage in Canada.

He-states that he gave «mc wordifferent 
elections, and had to do so in order to get his 
claims against the Government - settled. 
Mayor McShane has sued the Toronto Empire 
for $50,000 for publishing the charges, and 
strong endeavors are being made to compel 
Whelan to disavow the interview. The Con- 
servatives are calling for another royal com- 
mission to investigate the charge. Another 
great scandal is expected to te unearthed in 
afew days in connection withthe rallway 
bridge at Rigaud, from which it is charged 
the Mercier clique received $39,000. 

A rumor prevails that information of a 
semi-official character has been received 
from a gentleman at Newfoundland stating 
thatthe Government of that colony would 
put anexport duty on all herring exported 
from all foreign bottoms as a retaliation 
against the American tariff that has been im- 
posed on fresh herring coming into the 
United States by other than American vVes- 
sels. 


GENERAL FOREIGN. 
SERIOUS REVOLT IN CHINA. 
SHANGHAI, Nov. 14.—A most serious revolt 
broke out on Nov. 10 near Foo-Choo, one of 
the treaty ports and capital of the province 
of Fo- Kien on the Min River. The rebels had 
foratime full sway and marched in force 
upon Tehwol, sacked the town of everything 
valuable, burned a number of houses to the 
ground, killed several people, and at last ad- 
vices were resting after their labors prepar- 
atory to sacking other towns. The Chinese 
authorities at Foo-Choo were reported to be 
contemplating ‘‘energetic measures’’ for the 
suppression ofthis revolt. The same state 
of sullen silence prevails in Government 
circles, It looks very much like a lull before 
the storm, diplomatic or otherwise. 


RUSSIA’S GROWING TROUBLES.

CONSPIRACY AGAINST AMERICAN PORK. 

HAMBURG, Nov. 14.—IMporters interested 
inthe American provision trade charge that 
thereis aconspiracy on the part of certain 
officials to break down the reputation of 
American pork by circulating false reports of 
trichinosis. They claim that the only in- 
stances of death from triching@ lately have 
been attributable to German pork eaten near- 
ly or quite raw, and that the blame has been 
laid on the American articié to prevent peo- 
ple from buying it. 

UNSOLDIERLY CONDUCT. 

PARIS, Nov. 14-—A sensation has been 
caused in military circles at Chalon-Sur- 
Saone by disclosures affecting the characters 
of a number of the officers and men belong- 
ing to the corps of the army stationed at that 
town. The disclosures Were made public by 
the arrest of two officers and six men belong- 
ing to a chasseur regiment in camp at 
Chalon-Sur-Saone, Who were taken Into 
custody on charges of conduct unbecoming 
officers and soldiers and subversive of the 
discipline of the army. Theséare the tech- 
nical charges, but the offenses of which the 
prisoners are accused are grossly immoral.

GOLD BRICK SWINDLE ATTEMPTED. 
McCKEESPORT, Pa., Nov. 14,—Yesterday af- 
ternoon John Allebrand, a farmer, living 
near this city, narrowly escaped being 
buncoed out of $3,500 by a very shrewd 


fleecer. About one week agoa man went to 
the home of Allebrand and engaged to stop 
with him fora few days. After getting ac- 
quainted with the gentleman he found that 
their names were alinost alike. The bunco 
man who gave the name of Aldebrand, asked 
the farmer how he spelled his name, as he 
thought the names were almost alike. The 
farmer seemed to take a great liking tothe 
stranger, placing a great deal of confidence 
inhim. Oneday the stranger told him he 
had come from the far Westand owneda 
gold brick worth $4,000 and which would 
weigh thirty-four pounds. He told him he 
needed money and would sell the brick to him 
for $3,500.

THE UNITED STATES BEARS NO MALICE 
TOWARD CHILL 


Official Presentation of the Chilian Rep- 
resentative at the White House in 
Washington—His Address and Re 
sponse—An Honorabie Adjustment of 
Presont Differences Predicted—Montt’s 
Escort.

WASHINGTON, D, C., Nov. 14.—Senor Montt, 
the Chilian Minister, was formally presented 
to the President at 11 o’clock this morning by 
the Secretary of State. The Minister was 
accompanied by Senors Anibal Cruz, Secre- 
tary of Legation, and Guellermo Arenanste- 
gan and Valentin del Campo, attaches. They 
were all in full evening dress itn accordance 
with the custom in South American countries 
on state occasions. They first waited on Sec. 
retary Biaine atthe State Department, and 
were by him escorted to the White Howse. 


Curtis, the actor, by which she disposes of The President received them standing In the 


Blue Parlor, which was ftlluminated witn 
electric lights for the occasion. After the 
formal introductions by Secretary Blaine, 
Senor Montt advanced and addressed the 
President in Spanish as follows: 


“‘Mr. President: I have the honor to pre- 
sent the credentials which accredit me tn the 
capacity of Envoy Extraordinary and Minis- 
ter Plenipotentiaryrof the Republic of Chili in 
the United States of North America. The 
object of the mission which the Government 
of Chilli has confided to me ts to cult!vate and 
maintain the relations of peace and friend- 
ship between the United States and Chilil 
which have ever been close and cordial. For 
the accomplishment of this purpose I rely 
upon the Kindness and good will which the 
United States government has always mani- 
fested for the representatives of Chilli. 

‘Permit meto express my country’s sin- 
cere wishes for the prosperity and wellfare of 
this noble country which is 80 highly fovored 
by Providence and for your happiness.’’ 

The President responded as follows: 

‘“*MR. MIMtsteER—Iam glad to receive from 
cour hands the letters accrediting you as the 

nvoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary of the Republic of Chili to the 
United States. The presence of a represent- 
ative of the Government of Chill at this cap- 
ital will, I hope, tend to promote a good un 
derstanding etween the two Governments 
and the early settlement upon terms fustand 
honorable to both of the diplomatic questions 
now somewhat urgently awaiting adjust- 
ment. The Government ofthe United States 
as wellas its people, particularly desire an: 
rejoice in the prosperity of all our neighbors 
In this hemisphere. Our dipiomatic rela- 
tions with them have always been and will 
continue to be free from inter neddling with 
their internal affairs. Our people are too just 


eeepc the commercial or political ad- 
vantage-of this Government should be 


sought by the promotion of disastr ous 
dissensions tn other countries. We hear 
with sorrow every fresh tale of wor or !Inter- 
nal strife and are always ready to give our 
friendly offices to the promotionof peace, 
ifthese are not acceptable or donot avail it 
is our policy to preserve an honorable and 
strict neutrality, as was done during the re.

HEATING STREET CARS. 


The Various Systems Being Considered by 
Loca] Lines. 

As the mercury crawls down toward the 
bulb of the thermometer and the im pecunious 
young man begins to figure on how to get a 
$20 overcoat with a five-dollar bill, the street 
car magnate is busy trying to devise the 
cheapest and best means of heating his cars 


nd beating his competitors at the least pos- 
sible wagte of power, money and space. 

The n element of electricity as a motor 
has made many improvements possible, and 
the plan of turning the current into a heat 
generator is being very seriously considered 
and, in fact, has been already applied to 
electric lines, . it has not yet 
been a sa + og 

veral cities in the 

trie heater is being tried, and is in success- 
ful operation in St. Louis on one roaa where 
the conditions are ‘exceptionally favorable. 
There is but one _ idea in this 
direction, although there are several 
systems with a difference in minor 
details. The usual plan is to foree 
acurrent through metals of va 3 resit- 
ance and thus create heat. Several oO these 
heating appliances were on exhibition at the 
Exposition thisyear. The only objection to 
them as far as can be learned is the waste of 
current and tconsequently offpower that their 
use entails. The electric line over the bridge 
from Third street and Washington 
avenue is using these heaters, but as the 
roadway is go the cars few, and the power 
available more than enough to run: all the 
cars, the heaters do not bring up the cost of 
operating toany considerable extent. e They 
are on this linea success, giving outa uni- 
form, steady heat, which has no smell, 
and generate no gases of anykind. The 
first cost of the heaters is but 
slight when compared with the cost of stoves 
and the loss of room resulting from the use 
of the latter. These heaters, however, will 
not be used Dy the larger lines. Mr. cog 
D. Capen of the Lindell lines was seen this 
morning and asked about electric heaters, 
and said: ‘‘I will tell youthe result of my 
investigations inthe matter. I looked into 
the of those now in use on 
the road. I asked Mr. 
Powell horse - power was 
needed to run them, and he said he did not 
know. The patentees claim for an ordinary 
car only two-horse power, but I sent my en- 
gineer and electrician down there and found 
by tests that four-horse power was needed to 
heat acar. At that rate, for our lines if 
would take about 600-horse power of extra 
current, and there would be an expense to 
begin with of about $30,000 for new machinery. 
With the new cars, the big vestibule coaches 
I intend to put on, eight-horse power would 
be needed to heat them, which is almost as 
much asis used to start the car. Finding 
this to be the case we have practically aban- 
doned the idea of using electricity and are 
now looking at furnaces. These will, I think, 
fill the bill. We propose now to hang 
these furnaces under the center of the 
car, where they will interfere with nobody. 
The heat comes up through registers in 
various parts of the coach and maintains an 
even temperature ali the time. When we 
have all our big cars going I think they will 
all have this system.’’ 
The other lines are looking into the merits 
of several varieties of stoves and heaters, 
and all the rapid transit roads will heat their 
cars by some means.

TO ITS USE,

The Union Market Bill Will Wait for the 
‘ Return of Mr. Joseph Specht—Street 
Railway Manager James Oampbell 
Wants Tenth Street forthe Bellefon- 
taine Road—City Hall Talk. 


In the southwestern part of the city there is 
a street called Connecticut, most of which is 
occupied by a large pond known as Bode- 
man’s Pond. Several other streets have 
been opened by legal proceedings through the 
pond, and the people who own property 
about there, E. 8. Rowse among them, have 
been urging the Board of Health to drain the 
pond in order that the streets might be used 
for their proper purposes. William Bode- 
man, now dead, and his sons used to cut ice 
on the pond and sell it, On the hill- 
sides around the pond was a cattle pasture 
and the Picot Cemetery, and some time ago 
the Board of Health ordered Bodeman to 
stop selling the ice, as the drainage from the 
cemetery and the meadow madethe water 
dangerous to health. Mr. Bodeman was 
making money through his ice business and 
he fought the decision, at last securing a 
permit from the board tosell his ice pro- 
vided it was used only for cooling purposes 
and notin drink or food. When Mr. Bode- 
man died, his heirs boughtanice machine 
and began to make artificial ice 
with the water. Now they have 
introduced abillin the Assembly to vacate 
Connecticut street, so that they may hold on 
to the pond and thwart the effort of the other 
property owners around to drain it. 

The bill came up before the Public Im- 
provements Committee of the House of Dele- 
gates to-day, and Delegate Henry Siegmund 
asked the committee to report against it, 
telling them of the view the Board of Health 
had of the pond andthe desire of the citi- 
zens in the neighborhood. Delegate Kaye 
wanted the committee to report the bill 
favorably. 

‘*I’ve used that ice in my business for sev- 
eral years,’’ said he, ‘‘and it’s all right.’’ 
**DolIunderstand you to say that you use 
that ice yourself?’’ asked Delegate Sleg- 
mund, with astonishment. 

‘*Yes, I do,’’ said Delegate Kaye, delib- 
erately. 

‘*Then allI have to say,’’ Delegate Sieg- 
mund said, looking athim curiously, ‘‘is that 
ham very sorry for you.’’ 

It was determined by the committee to 
hold a meeting next week and hear what all 
the people concerned had to say. 

Chief Sanitary Officer Charles Francis said: 
‘‘The pond ought to be drained, and 
ice shouldn’t be made fromitatall. Icecut 
under a permit for ‘‘cooling purposes only,’’ 
gets into an ice- house with other kinds of ice 
andissold. Wecan’ttraceit or know how 
itisused. This pond is filled with water that 
drains under that cemetery and the cattle 
pasture, and of course it’sa badthing. Itis 
unfortunate that we have no laws regulatin 
the manufacture ofartificialice. Weshoul 
havethem,. The quality of the water is the 
thing to be looked after by the law, and the 


same water that makes the natufal ice Is used 
for artificial ice.’’

HELD IRRELEVANT. 


Verbal Representations Cannot Be Con- 
sidered in Contracts. 


BOTH PARTIES MUST STAND ON THE 
WRITTEN AGREEMENT. 


An Interesting Opinion Rendered by 
Judge Klein To-Day in the Question of 
Contracts—The Court Makes an Im- 
portant Ruling in a Suit Over the 
Pozzoni Estate—Court News. 


Judge Klein gave expression to some views 
in passing on a motion to-day which will be 
of interest to persons entering into contracts, 
as the court defines the law relative to prom- 
ises made between the parties to a contract 
pending the negotiations of the contract. 
The case in question is that of P. J. White 
against Cahill, Collins & Co., in which White 
is suing for $25 a month from Nov. 16, 1889, to 
Feb. 16, 1891, because of ai e contract 
entered into between the parties by which 
Cahill, Collins & Co., were to manufacture 
an alleged improved closet tank patented 
by White. The ruling of the Court is on a 
motion to strike out parts of the defendant’s 
answer. 

The Court states that it is alleged in the 
amended answer that in order to induce the 
defendants to enter into the contract the 
plaintiff stated and represented to the 
defendants that he had invented a tank and 


had applied for letters patent, and that his 
invention consisted of certain new and useful 
improvements, and that if the defendants 
entered into a contract to manufacture plain- 
tiff’s invention they could do so without in- 
fringing on the rights of any other 
person who had previously obtaiued pat- 
ents. It also appeared, the court stated, 
that White represented that he had made 
nine distinct claims for his invention and 
that allthe claims were valid and would be 
allowed, White is also alleged to 
have represented thet the particular valve 
which formed part of his invention 
would work well and be as effective as any 
other valve in use in like appliances, and 
that the Improvement covered by his inven- 
tion could be manufactured at a cost not 
greater than any improvement of the same 
kind patented by other persons. 

The court further states that it is alleged 
that these representations made by White 
were not true, but that the representations 
were relied on by Cahill, Collins & Oo., and 
the contract made on the faith thereof. When 
the defendants began to manufacture the 
improvements, it is alleged that they were 
notified by Peter White, a brother of the 
plaintiff, that the alleged invention was an 
infringement ofa patent held by said Peter 
White. It is also alleged that only a portion 
of the nine claims asked by the plaintiff were 
allowed. The defendants also allege that 
they are informed that the improvement is an 
infringement of a patent granted to John 
Robertson. 

Judge Klein in passing on the matter says: 
‘*It is apparent at first glance that so much 
ofthis answer as undertakes to setupthe 
defense of false and fraudulent representa- 
tions alleged to be made by the plaintiff which 
relate to matters other than existing facts 
is wholly irrelevant and immaterial in this 
case. The law does not recognizeas a fraud- 
ulent representation or deceit a 
promise to be performed in the 
future. It only undertakes to deal 
with representations which are _ false 
concerning alleged existing facts. Neither 
can the law treat as fraudulent representa- 
tions made as to what may be accomplished 
in the future in regard to particular 
matters. With reference to such 
things both parties to a contract are neces- 
sarily upon an egual footing, and neither can 
claim thattheother has made false repre- 
sentations to induce him into the formation 
of a contract on any such grounds as these.’’ 

The Court holds that the portion of the de- 
fendant’s answer which sets up that it would 
be dangerous for them to continue the manu- 
facture of the appliance because they may 
become responsible to Peter White and John 
Robertson is untenable and sustains the 
motion attacking it and states that the rest of 
the answer should be reformed in conformity 
with the views expressed above.

A Case of Double Casabiancea on the Sec- 
ond Floor—How Little Tillie Meisner 
Was Saved—Other Reminiscences From 
Childish Lips—Response to the Hos- 
pital’s Appeal. 


A small boy with a large bundle rang the 
bell at the St. Louis Children’s Hospital this 
moruing and the door was opened by a little 
girl. With all the awful silence peculiar to 
strange boys in the presence of strange 
girls the bundle was handed over and the 
boy made preparation for escape. 

‘‘Who’s it tor?’’ asked the little 
calmly. 

‘*‘Why, for the chiidren of course,’’grunted 
the small boy, and he hastened gladly 
around to the basement window where he 
could get a fascinating glimpse of the 
wreck caused by yesterday’s fire. Whether 
there was a card inthe bundle of clothing 
to tell who the donors were or not, the Post- 
DISPATCH reporter, who went in with it, 
could not tell, but thesmall boy evidently 
thought he had performed his full duty in the 
premises.

A QUICK RESPONSE. 

The donation was not the first by any 
means that has reached the Children’s Hos- 
pital in response to the call for help sent out 
through the Post-DIsPpaTCH yesterday fol- 
lowing the hospital fire. Matron Sheble’s 
room was filled with similar bundles this 
morning, and that lady reports that the pnb- 
lic response to the call has been most prompt 
and generous. But there is still a field open 
for further good work in that line, as nearly 
all the hospital] stock of children’s clothing 
was destroyed by the fire in the laundry. The 
narrow escape of the children from injury 
during the quick fiight from the ames was, 
however, so providential that the hospital 
board and working staff are not Inclined to 
complain at the loss occasioned in other 
directions. 

The Post-Drspatcn visitor, accompanied 
by Matron Sheble, made a ty gt among the 
hospital children to-day. He heard infantile 
stories of the thrilling events of the fire that 
were calculated to keep his hat standing on 
one hatr above his head throughout their 
narration. Thelittle ones were greatly ex- 
cited over thelr experience, and Matron 
Sheble and the nurses have since been sub- 
jected toa course of ‘‘a child’s history of 
the fire’’ that pene never reaches its 
closing chapter. There are also several bud- 
fling heroes and heroines developing under 
the reminiscent influences of yesterday’s 
flames. 

TWO LITTLE CASABIANCAS. 

The most noticeable of these isa case of 
double Casablanca which the fire brought 
out. When the excitement was at its height 
Mrs. Wheat, one of the nurses, had two little 
3-year-olds, Mattie Coulter and Johnnie 
Young, in tow. She suddenly remembered 
that little Addie Dempsey, with both eyes 
bandaged after a surgical operation, was in 
bed in Matron Sheble’s room immediately 
over the laundry. Placingthe two children 
on the floor in a seciuded nook of the second- 
story ward, Nurse Wheat said calmly: 

‘*Now you stay right here, children, till I 
come back for you.’’ 

Then she hurried to where little Addie 
Dem psay lay, blinded and frightened, carried 
her out of the hospitaland across the street 
to Aleve’s grocery, and then hastened back 
tothe children’s ward, By that time the 
smoke had swept through the ward in thick 
clouds, and the rescue party was in all the 
bustle and excitement of carrying out the 
sick little ones. Nurse Wheat could hardly 
see her way back tothertwocharges, but 
when she found the place therethey sat, face 
to face, coughing andcrying. But they had 
never thought of disobeying the nurse’s in- 
and welcomed her return with 
loyal smilies of relief. 

THE DOCTOR SAVED HER. 

Little Tillie Meisner, a pretty tot with 
pathetic brown eyes, who had a surgical 
operation performed on her four weeks ago 
for hip disease, told the reporter what she 
thought ofthe fire. Tillle occupies a room to 
herself, and didn’t have the comfort of the 
other children’s presence during the excite- 
ment. 

‘*Il was awfully scared,’’ said the little girl, 
looking up from her cot. ‘‘Nurse Bailey 
came inand told me that the hospital was 
afire, but that I would be carried out ail 
right. And I could hear ali the children cry- 
ing in the ward, but could not see how close 
the fire was. Then Dr, Gibson came and 
helped -me tositupand wrapped the bed- 
clothes around me and carried me across 
the street tothe grocery. There he laid me 
down on the counter, It hurt me to He there, 
but I never cried. I was awfully glad when 
they got me back in bed in the hospital again. 
The smoke made me ¢ough and it was, ob, so 
cold, when I got out on the street!’’ 

‘*‘WaS I SCARED?’’ 

Pearl Rhodes, a cripple boy 8 years old, was 
much interested in the reporter’s ‘‘informa- 
tion tour’’ through the hospital, as indeed, 
were all the children, and he listenedto the 
various stories in a great stateof suppressed 
excitement, 

‘‘Iran out myself,’’ said Pearl, when he 
gotin his story edgeways. ‘‘I can get along 
pretty fast on my crutches. I went down the 
stairs with allthe well pays. and they were 
cryingjand screaming, but I never cried once. 
The smoke was awful thick, and I was afraid 
we were going right downiniothe fire. But 
we got out at last and ran over to the grocery 
where they kept us together until the fire was 
allout. WasI scared? Whooe! I should say 
Iwas! I guess I was too scared tocry!’’ 

‘‘We had a fire here yesterday, mister,’’ 
gravely announced a mite ofa girl who had 
crept around and taken hold of Matron 
Sheble’s hand. she allowed this startling 
piece of information time to sink into the re- 
portorial mind and then added the crowning 
chapter of her story as follows: 

‘*‘Andlrode allthe way across the street 
on a big fireman’s shoulder.’’ 

A GREAT EXPERIENCE. 

It is safe to say that the ‘‘hospital chil- 
dren’’ will talk of *‘the fire’’ for many a 
week to come. They had the proverbial 
‘*children’s luck’’ in that startling morning 
sensation, but they look on their experience 
as unparalleled in the worid’s history, and 
wake up and go to bed now talking about it. 
Dr. Gibson reports that littl Tommy Mull, 
who, he feared yesterday, had pneumonia, is 
better to-day, as is also Addie Dempsey, who 
was threatened with the loss of her eyesight. 

The latter was seen by the reporter in her 
cot in Matron Sheibe’s room this morning. 
She murmured, in answer to a question, that 
she wasn’t frightened by the fire. 

‘*Because I couldn’t see it} you kKnow!’’ she 
said quietly. 

The work of refitting the laundry is going 
forward now. The Children’s Hospital is 

ressed for funds, owing to the loss caused 

ythe fire. Thisisa mighty good time to 
help a splendid charity.

REAL ESTATE INTERESTS. 


An Old Landmark Going Under the Ham- 
mer—To-Day’s Sales. 

The approaching sale on the 25th of Novem- 
ber by Mr. Frederick G, Ziebig, special com- 
missioner in partition, of city blocks 297 and 
817 recalls part of the early history of 6t. 
Louis, These two blocks lying betwen First 
street and Broadway and Monroe and North 
Market streets, and now contiguous to or 
intersected by three railroads, were the 
homesteads of Col. William Christy, an early 
settler of St. Louis and one of the three per- 
sols, Christy, Wrightand Chambers, who in 
the year 1821, made and dedicated the addi- 
tion of North St. Louls which now embraces 
a large and prospering part of the city. 

Col. Christy died in the year 1837 at his 
homestead,his dwelling still standing on city 
block 817, a little west of Second street and 
near Monroe street. 

There survived him two sons, Edmund T. 
and Howard F., four daughters, Mrs. Matilda 
N. Taylor, Mrs. Harriet M. Dean, Mrs. Mary 
Ann Wright and Mrs, Virginia M, Smith, and 
the children of two deceased daughters, Mrs. 
Sarah Farrar and Mrs. Frances W. Wash. 

Col. Christy evinced a desire, not uncom- 
mon with the owners of valuable landed es. 
tates, to perpetuate its enjoyment to his 
lineal descendants. Accordingly, in his 
will he devised his homestead tract to his 
widow for life, and after her death to his 
daughter, Virginia, and the heirs of her 
body, providing further, that should she die 
without lineal descendants the homestead 
should go to his sons. Edmund T. and How- 
ard F., and theheirs of their bodies; and 
that if only one of his sons, Edmund and 
Howard, should leave lineal descendants, at 
his death the whole should go to 
such lineal descendants. Edmund T, Chrs- 
ty died intestate in 1840, leav- 
ing no descendants. Howard F. Christy 
died in 1858, leaving no descendants, but 
leaving a will by which he devised all his 
property to his widow, Susan P, Christy, who 
afterwards married Hyatt P. Hepburn. and 
who, in 1879, conveyed all her interest in the 
two blocks of ground in question to William 
Preston of Kentucky. He died in 1888, leaving 
awill by whichhe devised his interest to his 
executors. Mrs. Virginia M. Smith, daughter 
of Col. Christy, died in 1889, leaving no chil- 
dren or descendants, and she being 
the last living of the persons 
expressly named as devisees of the 
homestead tract, thereupon arose the 
suit under which the sale of this property in 
partition is to be made on the 25th. ere 
were more than seventy-five parties to this 
suit claiming interests in the land, and there 
being no dispute about the facts, the only 
question of Importance which the court was 
called upon to decide was what was the ef- 
fect and true construction of the will of Will- 
iam Christy. The purpose ofthe testator to 
keep tbis land in his family was plain enough, 
but shortly before his death the Legislatare 
of Missouri had passeda statute, which has 
remained substantially in force to this day 
ahem | forbidding the entailment of 
estates. his statute has been sometimes 
called familiarly the statute ‘‘Docking 
Talls,’’ and the effect of it seemed to be to 
divert this land after the death of Virginia 
M. Smith largely out of the testator’s family 
and give it to strangers to his bi Ac- 
cordingly, the executors of Willam Preston 
claimed the whole land and on the other 
handthe heirs of William Christy claimed 
seven-eighths ofit, conceding to the exec- 
utors of Preston only the: one-eighth, which 
Howard Christy would take as oneof his 
father’s heirs. Judge Klein, before whom 
the case was tried, decided it on 
the 21st of October and gave 
nine-sixteenths of the land to. the 
executors of Preston, and seven-sixteenths 
to the heirs of William Christy, but as it was 
impossible on account of the great number of 
the partiesin interest to divide the property 
in kind, the court ordered it sola and the 
proceeds divided, 

The property has greatly increased in value 
of late years and active bidding at the sale Is 
anticipated,

School Board Cabinet Meetings to be 
Held Every Month, 


THE PRESIDENT’S METHOD OF KEEPING 
HIMSELF THOROUGHLY INFORMED. 


The Cabinet to Consistof the President 
and the Chairmen of All the Standing 
Committees—A Reform Suggested by 
the Inglorious Career of the Miller Or- 
ganization—The Committies. 


President Richard Barthold,the new ex- 
ecutive of the School Board, has formulated 
a pian of keeping himself thoroughly posted 
on thé working of the committees. He pro- 
poses to have a cabinet meeting once a 
month, when he will meet and confer with 
the Chairmen of all the committees, Each of 
the Chairmen will be expected to make a 
report for the information of the President 
and the heads of the other subdivisions. In 
this way President Barthoid pro- 
poses to keep each committee in- 
formed as to what the others 
are doing. The plan will be put into force 
at once, and he is confident it will meet with 
the approval of the entire board, 

The idea of having cabinet meetings oc- 
curred to President Barthold the night of his 
election. He was then convinced that a 
large share of the confusion and dissatisfac- 
tion that attended the advent of the 
Miller administration was due to the 
con) paratively little information Pres- 
ident Miller was given regarding 
the work of his standing committees. 
In a number of instances, where important 
matters were involved, the President anda 
majority of the members were kept in 
ignorance of what this or that committee 
had under consideration until a report was 
presented. Reports of this character were 
often adopted through the votes of directors 
not in possession of all the facts attending 
their consideration in the committee rooms. 
President Barthold hopesto Keep the board 
better in formed inthe future, and hence his 
declaration to have cabinet meetings every 
month. He will be present at all these 
gatherings, and when {it comes to submitting 
an important matterto the board, he will be 
ina position to explain just what it means, 

PRESIDENT BARTHOLD EXPLAINS. 

Mr. Barthold said to-day thar he bad care. 
fully considered the plan, and was con- 
vinced that it would accomplish much in the 
way of reform. ‘*] take it that 
the President should be in touch with the 
committees and oughtto be informed atall 
times as to what tney are doing. Under the 
ruleslaman ex-officio member of all the 
committees, but I scarcely think I will be 
able to attend alltheir meetings. I propose, 
and itis with the expectation that all the 
members will co-operate, to have these 
meetings once amonth. Wecan then get to- 

ether and hear something from the 
eads of the Teachers, Building, 
Ways and Means, Supplies and 
other committees. This will not only help 
the poeueens inthe discharge of his duties, 
but the chairmen ofthe various committees 
as well, For instance, if the Building Com- 
mittee is comtemplating something that 
involves the expenditure of a goodly sum, the 
Chairman of the Ways and Means Committee 
will be on band to furnish information of in- 
terest to the other cominittee and soon.’’ 

**Do you anticipate any diffiicuity in getting 
the .hairmen of the various committees to- 
gether every month?’’ he was asked. 

‘*Idonot; Itake it that they will be as 
fully alive to the importance of a proper 
administration of School Board affairs 
a the President himself. I ain 
satisfied that they will look atthe matter in 
the same lightthat I view it. Past experi- 
ence has taught me that this innovation Is 
needed and that it will bear good fruit. Let 
us allknow what is going on, and then we 
will understand better howto proceed. We 
are handlingatrust that is near and dear to 
the people, and we owe it tothe public to 
handle it well. The plan I have decided 
upon will, Iam sure, greatly facilitate mat- 
ters and furnish material assistance in the 
direction of a business-like administration of 
education al affairs.’’

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IN TOTAL ECLIPSE 


The Moon Will Be in Gloom To-Morrow 
Night. 


THE ECLIPSE VISIBLE THROUGHOUT THE 
UNITED STATES. 


Photographic Views of Fair Luna’s Topog- 
raphy Will Be Taken-—Valuable Infor- 
mation to Be Secured ifthe Elements 
Are Favorable—OCertainty With Which 
These Events Can Be Foretold. 


That rare occurrence—a total eclipse of the 
moon—will occur to-morrow night, and 
should the weather be propitious much inter- 
esting data will be secured by astronomers. 

The last totaleclipse of the moon occurred 
in 1874 and none will take place after to-mor- 
row night until 1909, 19 years hence. Eclipses of 


Earth and Moon in Space, 
the sun occur much more frequently than 
obscurations of the moon, owing to readily 
explainable causes, although the points 
where eclipses of the sun may be observed 
are vastly more circumscribed than those 
from which the obscuration of the moon may 
be noted. Aneclipse ofthe moon is observ- 
able over one-half the surface of the 
globe. The shadow cast by the earth 
igs in the shape of a cone, owing

to the vastly greater proportions of the solar 
body, the base of the cone resting upon the 
earth. Hence, were the moon far enough 
away in space, she would not pass through 
the shadow and no eclipses would take place. 
It is entirely a question of angles. Itis only 
within recent years that eclipses of the moon 
have been observed photographically, and 
never before have the latest improvements in 
the dry plate and photographic camera been 
brought to bear upon the phenomena. 
Should the sky be unobscured and conditions 
favor, wonderful results are anticipated, 
THE UNITED STATES FAVORED. 

The present eclipse may be observed from 

all parts of the United States, this Side of the 


Passing Through the Earth’s Shadow. 


globe being the part that is turned toward 
the moon. Inthe Pacific States the eclipse 
will commence before sunset, while on the 
Atlantic Coast the moon will have well risen 
before passing into the shadow of the earth.’ 
The moon will be larger and fuller than at 
almost any othertimeinthe year. The first 
effect noticeable will be the casting 
of the shadows of the en- 
umbra and the umbra, the shadows 
ofa shadow. These shadows may be seen 
through agg glasses, but will hardly be 
noticeable to the naked eye unless the at- 
mosphere is exceptionally clear. Closely 
following these light shadows the dense 
shadow of the earth will crawl over the 
moon, At firstacircular indentation will be 
noticed on the east side of the moon, 
It will take some time for the 
orb to pass completely into the 
shadow and the phenomena may be observed 
by easy stages, as it were. The small break 
in the periphery will grow deeper and wider 
until the silvery disc becomes but a thin 
crescent and finally disappears—that is, the

silver moon will disappear. A London smoke- 
colored disk will still be observable, for 
sufficient refiected light from the earth’s 
surface will remain in space to dimly Ulum- 
inate the eclipsed satellite. While a moon 
is passing into the shadow the eclipsed por- 
tion cannot be observed by the naked eye, 
the bright portion obscuring the duller part. 
Whenthe entire disk has passed into the 
shadow it becomes distinctly visible, show- 
ing gradations of tints from blush green to 
gradually increasing red. 
WILL BE OTOGRAPHED. 

Should the weather permit astronomers will 
photograph the topo phy of the orb, its 
valleys and mountains being strongly 
marked. 

Eclipses of the moon have been correctly 
figured by astronomers for ages. Columbus, 


_ when shipwrecked on the island of Jamaica 


on March 1, 1504, without provisions and re- 
fused food by the Indians, predicted an 
eclipse, saying that the Gods were displeased 
with the Indians and would cause the moon 
to frown and would for a time hide its face. 
The Indians scoffed at Columbus, but when 
night came andthe eclipse oocerred, their 
superstitions conquered them and they bDe- 
came the friends and allies of the navigator.

PENSION IRREGULABITIES. 


An Agent and Justice Fined by Judge 
Thayer—Other Decisions, 


Proceedings in the United States District 
Court before Judge Thayer this morning will 
interest pension agents. Mr. Lorenzo D. 
Immel of Union, Franklin County, was before 
the court on his plea of guilty to three in- 


dictments for violation of the pension laws. 

Immel’s offense was in certifying certain 
affidavits as having been made beforea Jus- 
tice of the Peace, when, in fact, the party 
never sO appeared. It seems that he had the 
affidavits written outand subscribed to by 
the parties interested and submitted them 
to the Justice, who knew allthe parties and 
all the facts, and who said, so it is claimed in 
Immel’s behalf, that he had the right 
to certify to them, although the parties 
were not present, Itissaidthat Immel ex- 
er some doubt as to the Justice’s right 

odo this, but the Justice was clear that he 
had and Immel acquiesced in this view and 
forwarded the papers to the department, 
with his certificate that the B gg wbn ee actually 
came before the Justice and swore to the 
facts stated in the affidavit. 

Mr. Peabody made a strong plea in behalf 
of mercy forImmel. He admitted there was 
a technical violation of the law, but insisted 
that t here was nocriminal intent. He de- 
voted himself largely to Immel’s record 
as a soldier and offered to submit 
to the court letters from Gens. Sheridan 
and Schofiela and such local military 
celebrities as Cols. Cole and Rodgers very 
highly extolling his standing as a soldier. He 
was in the battle of Wilson’s Creek, and his 
personal bravery was there so conspicuous 
that Congress voted him a medal of honor as 
one of the ‘* Bravest Five Hundred.’’ 

Mr. Peabody also offered testimonials to 
Immel’s good character to be inferred from 
signatures to petitions for his appointment 
as Postmaster not long since. 

If Judge Thayer was impressed by this ar- 
ray of ‘‘good character’’ he did not say 
so. He fined Immel $100 inthe three cases, 
which were bunched, remarking that it was 
avery serious thing for a pension agent to 
testify that parties had appeared before a 
magistrate, when, as amatter of absolute 
fact, they had not so appeared. 

H. H. Thias, the Justice of the Peace who 
bad been jointly indicted with Immel, upon 
hearing Immel’s sentence, pleaded guilty to 
the four charges against him, which were 
also bunched, and he was also fined $100. 

About the court room it was held that this 
disposition of these cases was the proper 
thing; pension agents had been getting a lit- 
le careless in some respects, and a little dis- 
cipline in the shape of $100 fines would be 
very salutary.

New York and other cities are now agitating the 
very serious question of their watersupply. In- 
vestigation has brought to light the fact that im- 
pure matters, in spite of expensive attempts at 
prevention, will find their way into the streams 

from which the water supply is drawn. It has
